1. This Office Action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed August 22, 2005.

2. The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a system for detection of server-like 
devices in a network comprising determining a respective ingress to egress network traffic ratio for 
at least some devices on the network, and selecting a cut-off point value beyond which the devices 
having said determined respective ingress to egress network traffic ratio above the selected cut-off 
point value are considered server-like devices.
